Quackenbusb, of Plymouth, Mich., captain of Co. G, 
3d Michigan Cavalry, died recently, aged 39 years. 
“Spot” was captured from a Confederate soldier 
near Oxford, Miss., Dec. 3, 1862,and was mdden by 
Capt. Quackenbush all through the remainder of the 
war, and brought home and used upon his farm 
until the past two years, when old age secured him 
a discharge from further service. He was buried 
with military honors. A flagstaff with the Stara and 
Stripes was erected above his grave. 


SECRETARY PrRocToR has arranged for an exten- 
sive tour of inspection of military posts in the 
South and Southwest.

On Saturday night 
while on his knees before his cot he was pelted with 
wads of paper, pillows, boots and other missiles. He 
finished his prayer and then seized an iron poker 
and advanced upon Pvts. Myer and Kercher, two of 
his tormentors. Myer received a blow on the head 
that probably fractured his skull and Kercher was 
knocked down and his tongue almost cut in two. 
Both men are in the hospital.

This brought out cheers and roars of ay plause, 
and as the sequel proved, the Governor was as g00d 
as his word. If it had not been for his promptness 
and bis assuming command at the critical moment, 
thousands of lives might have been lost and millions 
ef dollars in property destroyed. For in no city in 
the country was the revolt so strong or the Anarch- 
ist leaders so vindictive.”

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GEN. SHEKMAN’S FUNERAL AT ST. LOUIS. 


To one who had seen the funerals of Generals 
Grant, Sheridan and Crook, the ceremonies atten- 
dant upon the burial of Gen. Sherman at St. Louis 
had some har features, and, indeed, a peculiar 
interest. The funeral of Gen. Grant was a magnifi- 
cent pageant, as it deserved to be, for besides his 

re-eminent services as general-in-chief, he had 

nn twice elected President of the United States. 
The funeral of Sheridan was the most perfect thin 
of the kind everseen, for it was in every detail a mili- 
tary—a soldierly funeral. If Sheridan himself had 
planned the affair and gove so far as to arrange for 
fect weather, nothing could have been * more 
ike him”’ than those martial ceremonies. 

Last of the great three, Sherman was borne a 
week ago to rest in the city where he could not rest 
in life,and which, after the death of his wife, he 
shunned unti) deaf to the annoyances to which he 
bad been subjected during the short time he 
made 8t. Louis bis home. That the Chicago papers 
should bave made the most of this episode in de- 
scribing the final rites and ceremonies was to be ex- 
pected, but Chicago might have spared her sar- 
casms. There was bardly a man, woman, or child 
in all St. Louis who did not seek to do honor to the 
beloved and revered old soldier whose life was 
“as an open book,’’ and whose death was “the 
great reconcile”’ which restored him to their midst. 

It was a peppy inspiration which prompted the 
civilians to ask Gen. Merritt to perform the duties 
of chief marsbal in addition to those devolving upon 
him as commander of the escort. And it was char- 
acteristic of the general that in choosing the battal 
ion of cavalry required by the regulations he sum- 
moped the gallant and much maligned Seventh 
from their station at Fort Riley, with their own col- 
ouel, Forsyth, in command. ben the long column 
formed, witb the yellow lined capes of the horsemen 
and the red of the batteries filling Pine street from 
curb te curb, the police simply could not keep the 
crowd in check, such was the eagerness to see the 
troopers and the gunners who fought at Wounded 
Knee. All was hushed, subdued, decorous, of course. 
Everybody seem to realize that any overt display 
of eothusiasm would be out of place at such a time. 
but when the trumpets sounded “forward” and 
struck up the solemn dead march, the crowd seemed 
to struggle to move along with the Seventb, until 
brought up standing by solid masses of fellow citi- 
zens. 

_As originally formed the leading division con- 
sisted of a fine platoon of mounted police. Then 
the trumpeters of the Seventh on their grays. 
Then the commanding general (Merritt) with bis 
staff and orderlies. Then Gen. Forsyth, as com 
manding the U. 8. troops of the c e. Then six 
troops of the Seventh in perfect discipiine and look- 
ing marvellously well, despite the fact that they had 
been camped in mud knee deep and in diabolical 
weather down at the old arsenal grounds. The bat- 
teries, too, were sights to gladden the eyes of an old 
gunner, the well vigh perfect drill and discipline of 
Woodruff’s men enabling him even with his an- 
tiquated matériel to hold his own alongside the six- 

up battery trom Fort Riley with the Jong wicked- 
ooking **3.2’’ breechloaders on their beautifu) steel 
carriages. Following the guns came the band of 
the 12:h Infantry, and an eight company regiment 
of fuot under command of Col. Townsend, made up 
of drafts from Logan, Leavenworth and Supply. 
These completed the regular contingent, but in the 

column that followed were some National Guards- 
* men, notably the Ohio regiments, that deserved 
every word of encomium lavished upon them by 
the local press. 

The two-mile lane of Pine street, with ite smooth 
asphalt and cosy-looking houses, seemed blocked 
by the populace in apparently solid mass as the 
head of the column passed over the hill, but in 
silence and in perfect goodwill the masa gave way 
to right and left so that the troops were not com- 
pelled to diminish front. After about a mile in 
common time, Gen. Merritt quickened the gait, 
Col. Townsend’s battalion promptly responding and 
never losing its distance. The flag-draped caisson 
on which lay the bier of the great soldier, the stal- 
wart guard of honor in the blue blouses of the Ran- 
som Post, and the carriages with the mourners and 
distinguished personages kept well closed, but some 
of the rear divisions began to lose ground at this 
point, and by tbe time Grand avenue was reached 
and the turn made to the northward quite a gap 
was found in the column. A mile or so more and 
the Mayor and all except the Regulars and the Ran- 
som Post retired, and, once off the city pavements, 
the column piudded along through mud and mire, 
though the skies above wereclear. As it passed the 
old O’Fallon homestead the guns of the St. Louis 
battery began to fire the General’s last salute, and 
finally, when thelong march was at an end and Cal- 
vary reached, the waiting throngs of people were 
found safely held in check, and the slopes of the 
beautiful grounds were dotted here, there and 
every where by the yellow-lined capes of dismounted 
troopers from Jefferson Barracks, stationed as sen- 
tries to see that none but thoee duly authorized ap- 
proached the grave. Once more the trumpets 
pealed the dead march and the band of the 12th 
wailed its solemn dirge. Ia perfect prevision the 
cavalry and the batteries moved on to their up- 
pointed stations; the infantry formed line in front 
of the grave and presented arms as the pall bearers 
marvhed with their honored burden and laid it at 
the feet of the priestly son who was to perform the 
last sacred office for his soldier father. In clear 
and resonant tones the solemn ritual of the Roman 
Church was read; reverently the casket was low- 
ered to its place. The throng of dignitaries from 
allover the land,the mourners and pall bearers 
fell back, the rifles of the infantry fiashed their 
three volleyy, answered by three thundering salvos 
“by battery’ from the guns on the slope below, 
and then the chief trumpeter of the 7th stepped to 
the grave and, last scene of all, sounded “ taps,” 
with an expression, a beauty and a depth of feeling 
it was never my fortune to hear before. STAR.

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THE SYSTEM OF NAVAL TRAINING 
REQUIRED TO ATTRACT AMERICANS. 


THe following extracts from a private letter 
written by *“‘one who has been there,” may serve, 
in some measure, to explain why the naval service 
fails to attract Americans: 

The writer, after giving some account of his pres- 
ent employment, and prospects, goes on to say: “So 
far from regretting my time in Uncle Sam’s Navy I 
can truly say it is the training [ got there that first 
made a man of me, and gf me for what suc- 
cess I have since won. If the promises held out to 
the apprentices had been tulfilled many of us would 
probably be there yet. } 

“My time as an apprentice was not up by six 
months when I returned home from a cruise on & 
foreign station. I was paid off with more money 
than [ have seen in a lump since, and granted a 
furlough to see my folks; at the end of a month’s 
time we were all sent to a gunnery ship in Newport. 
This was, I think, in 1882 or 1 There were two 
lieutenants on board, Mr. Nazro and Mr. Miller, 
who took us in hand for instruction and we learned 
a good 18t. The officers were all very patient with 
us and took a good deal of pains to see that we got 
all the instruction and practice at target firing pos- 
sible. We liked it first rate and made considerable 
advancement. 

“The officers ‘encouraged us to work hard and 
obey the rulea, which we did. I do not remember a 
case where any of us broke our liberty or came on 
board groggy. 

“We were told that on finishing the course we 
should each havea ‘sheepskin,’ a parchment certi- 
ficate giving each one a permanent rate of seaman- 

unner, which could not be taken from us oatent 
f sentence of a General Court-martial, that the 
warrant officers of the Navy would thereafter be 
selected from the seaman gunners, and that those 
who failed to secure warrant officers’ appointments 
would be the highest petty officers of the ship, a po- 
sition that was to be equal to that of a non-commis- 
sioned officer of the Marine Corps. We were all to 
bavea gun's crew-under our command and were in- 
structed how to exercise a gun’s crew and drilla 
squad in the manual of arms. 

“These liberal promises of the officers were made 
on the strength of orders which were issued from 
time to time by the Navy Department in Washing- 
ton, and read out to us at muster. 

“But what clinched the matter was that a sea- 
man-gunner was to have $34 a month and his regu- 
lar ration of 30 centsaday. As boatswains’ mates 
and quartermasters got but $30 a month and a ra- 
tion, this was a proof that the seaman-gunner was 
to take a high stand among tbe petty officers of the 
new Navy. 

“ We left teed py ship with regret. The offi- 
cers bad treated us first rate, and we certainly did 
learn a lot of things besides gunnery. But we did 
not get our ‘sheepskins.’ They told us they were 
not ready forissue. [ saw one afew years after- 
wards, and always felt sorry I did not get one. On 
reaching the age of 21 I got a big discharge, and 
after seeing my folks again | shipped far three years, 
On board the guardo I found things rather mixed 
up and apprentices at a discount, so I did not say 
much about my previous servitude. I[ was glad to 
be drafted to a sea going ship, where [ was stationed 
as loader of a 9-inch gun and pulled the second oar 
in the captain’s gig—the coxswain wasa deigo,a 
smart, active fellow from the island of Madeira. My 
other station was in the foretop. The captain of the 
top was an Englishman, but as he deserted on our 
reaching Rio I was made captain of the top in his 
place. { remained in that position for the rest of 
the cruise, and as my station at quarters was in the 
tep I never sighted a gun during the entire time. 
As captain of the top I got $30 a month in place of 
$34, as | had expected as a seaman gunner. 

“I ventured one day to represent the matter to 
the first lieutenaut. He was very nice about it, but 
could not help me. ‘The factis,’ said he, ‘ the gun- 
captain billets are all filled, and besides, as wedo a 
great deal of sailing, | want youin the top.’ What 
he said was perfectly true. Each gun had a first and 
a second captain; and they all seemed like very 
good men. The captain of the ll-inch pivot was a 
Swede. He had been in our Navy three years, and 
was now on his second enlistment. He was a fine 
seaman and an excellent shot, and during the whole 
cruise [ never saw him under the effects of rum. 
The captain of one of the broadside guns wasa 
Frenchman. He did nots k English very well, 
but as he had been on board a French gunnery ship 
and was first-rate at the gun drill and sword exer- 
cise, he could not be dispensed with. He came from 
Oleron, on the Biscay coast, had been brought up in 
deep-sea fishing eraft, and was the best boat sailer 
in the ship. No one on board begrudged these meg 
their places. They knew their business, and in a bat- 
tle would have been true to the flag of their choice. 
The next best gun captain wasan American. He 
was the only out-and-out American among the 
higher class of petty officers. He was born and 
brought up in the city of New York, and enlisted as 
an apprentice on board the schoolship Sabine in ’65. 
He had the most education, as you might say, of ail 
of them, but rum was his great trouble. The rest of 
the gun captains called themselves Americans, but 
I do not think any of them were born in the States; 
though as to that [ will not be certain. 

**When I first went on board [ thought I knew it 
all; but I was not long with the Swedeand ‘ Frenchy’ 
before [ found out my mistake. They seemed to be 
born sailors, and the sea their native element; when 
they appeared at their best wasin heavy weather, 
and this it was, as far as I could see, that made the 
officers give them preference, for many of the sailors 
—. only imitation and would skulk when they 
could. 

“Throwing out the Swede and ‘ Frenchy’ and the 
Sabine man, who, | own up te all, | was as capable 
@ gun captain as any of them, but I found my geun- 
nery instruction was at a discount. Someof our 
officers did not even know we had started a gunrery 
ship of our own, and those who had heard of it did 
cot thiok well of it. 

* The cruise had not continued long before [ was 
able to conclude that a man born in the States of 
American parents, who had passed through a naval 
apprenticesbip and qualified as a seaman gunoper, 
stood no better chance on board an American man- 
of-war than a foreigner if he was a good sailor On 
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comparing notes on board of other ships on the sta- 
— {found that our ship was no exception to the 


rule. 

“On getting back to the States 1 heard that the 
gunnery ship had been given up. Later on an order 
came out reducing the seaman gunners from the 
rank of y Officers and classing them 8ea- 
men, and cutting down the pay from $34 to $26.* 
Another order compelled the officers to appoint 
armorers, machinists, lamp-lighters and oilers from 
the seaman geveere. Giving them such billets as 
that proved that seamen gunners were not re ed 
as belonging to the sailor class; and, indeed, the 
princi ty offieers and gun captains continued 
to be foreigners. We now found that we had been 
sold out. It was very plain that however good a 
place the American Navy might be for American 
berth-deck-cooks and greasers, it was no place for 
American sailors. The Government did nut want 
them, and so I quit the Service, as did some others. 

“I heard afterwards that another order came out 
forbidding general service men from serving on 
board guardos and on shore stations. Officers of all 
grades as well as the marines could have three years 
of shore duty, after a cruise, and some bave as much 
as six, or even nine years. But by this order the sea- 
Men were expected and required to serve at sea 
continuously whether they had families or not. The 
uofairness of this order determined a number of 
general service men not to re-enlist. Others who 
bad families were obliged to forfeit their continu. 
ons serviee certificates of six or may be nine ng 
servitude, which was all lost to them, and ship for 
special service, which carries no benefit. Some of 
the latter class were old men-of-war’s men and felt 
it a great hardship, but there was no redress. 

“ Since leaving the ay I have done fairly well, 
but { do not forget that it was in the Service I got 
my first start, and if the country needed our services 
there are few that would not go back to it. lam not 
complaining. 1 always got good treatment as far as 
the officers were concerned. Nor am 1 competent to 
give advice. The Government knows what it wants. 
But if American seamen are ever wanted in the 
Navy [should say to judge from my own experi- 
ence that it would not bea bad plan to try the ex- 

riment of encouraging ex-apprentices to re-evlist 
nstead of discouraging them, and showing them 
fair play instead of the reverse. 

“I hear this business is being talked about in the 
Navy now, and so, as [ have been there, [ thought 
you might not consider it an intrusion for me to 
give you some of my experience, as there are others 
in the same boat as myself. 

“ Also begging you will pardon this very long let- 
ter and whatever may be amiss, _— 

“IT remain your respectful obedient servant,

The following acts of Congress are published for 
the information and government of all concerned ; 


I. An act making an appropriation for the construction of 
new buildings and enlargement of the military post 
at Plattsburgb, New York. 

Be tt enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of 
the United States of America in Congress assembled, That to 
enable the Secretary of War to enlarge the military post at 
Plattsburgh, New York, to the capacity of twelve com- 
panies, and for beginning the construction of the necessary 
buildings, barracks, quarters, kitchen, mess hall, stables, 
storehouses, and magazines, there is hereby appropriated, 
from any money in the Treasury of the United States not 
otherwise appropriated, the sum of two hundred thousand 
dollars. 

Sec. 2. That the Secretary of War is hereby authorized to 

accept, free of cost to the United States, a donation of a 

tract of not less than five hundred acres of land for a tar- 

get range and other military purposes at or near the post of 

Plattsburgh Barracks, New York: That in his 

judgment the said tract of land is found to be in all re- 

spects adequate and suitable to meet the wants of the post, 
and that the title shall bave been deslared valid by the At- 
torney-General of the United States : And provided fewer. 

That no part of said sum hereby appropriated shali be ex- 

pended until the aforesaid tract of land shall have been 

conveyed to and accepted by the United States. 

Approved, February 7, 1891. - 


Il. An act to amend sections twelve hundred and sixteen, 
and twelve hundred and eighty-five of the Revised Sta- 
poy | relative to certificates of merit to enlisted men of 
the Army. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of 
the United States of America in Congress assembled, That sec- 
tion twelve hundred and sixteen, Kevised Statutes, be, and 
is hereby. amended to read : 

“Sec. 1216. That when any enlisted man of the Army shall 
have distinguished bimself in the Service the President may, 
at the recommendation of the commanding officer of the 
regiment to which such enlisted man belongs, grant him a 
certificate of merit.” 

Sec. 2. That section twelve hundred and eighty-five, Re- 
vised Statutes, be, and is hereby, amended to send 3 

“Sec. 1285. A certificate of merit granted to an enlisted 
man for distinguished service shall entitle him, from the 
date of such service, to additional pay at the rate of two 
dollars per month while he is in the military service, al- 
though such service may not be continuous.” ‘ 

Approved, February 9, 1891. 


Ill..An act to transfer officers on the retired list of the 
Army from the limited list to the unlimited. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of esentatives of 
the United States of America in Congress That when 
officers who have been piaced on the limited retired list as 
established by section seven, chapter two hundred and sixty- 
three, page one hundred and fifty, volume twenty. United 
States Statutes at Large, shall bave attained the age of 
sixty-four years they shall be transferred from said limited 
retired list to the untimited list of officers retired by opera- 
tion of law because of having attained said age of sixty- 
four years. And the limited retired list stall hereafter con- 
sist of three hundred and fifty instead of four hundred, as 
now fixed by law: Provided, That officers who have been 
placed on the retired list by special autbority of Congress 
—_ not form part of the limited retired list established by 
this act.

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FIRST LNFANTRY IN THE SIOUX CAMPAIGN, 


Prine Rrpce AGeEwncy, 8. D., Feb. 25, 1891. 


On the morning of Dec. 2, as Col. Shafter was 
boarding the Government steamer at Angel Island 
for a trip to San Francisco, a telegram was handed 
bim directing him to prepare for the transfer of the 
entire Ist Infantry by rail to the Department of the 
Platte for field service. The colonel did not defer 
bis visit to the city, but gave orders for an inspec- 
tion of the command at 1 Pp. mM.in heavy marching 
order, and telegraphed that bis command would be 
ready to start nextday. At 1 o’clock every man in 
the garrison wasin ranks fully equipped for field 
service. The lst Infantry, having made yearlv 
marches and encampments in California since 1887, 
was fully prepared for a campaign in that mild 
climate, but field service in Dakota meant that 
more extensive preparations bad to be made, but 
the regimental Q. M. bad placed on the wharf, 
within 24 hours, everything requisite for the jour. 
ney, and for usein a colder climate. At 6 P. M., 
Dec. 3, we received orders to start at 7 A. m., Dec. 4, 
at which bour, and within less than 48 hours after 
the receipt of the first intimation that the regiment 
might move, the band and five companies set sail on 
the General McDowell for Oakland pier, where a 
special train was in waiting. At Benicia Barracks 
two more companies of the regiment were already 
aboard cars, which were quickly attached to our 
traio. The journey across the continent was with- 
out any incident of special interest. At Cheyenne 
many of the 17th Infantry were at the railroad sta- 
tion to greet us. They too were under marching 
orders, and since then we have met them on the 
“tented flield.”” At Sidney Col. Morrow, 2ist Inf., 
and bis staff met our train and honored us with a 
concert by their very excellent regimental band. 
On the morning of Dec.9 we reached Valentine, 
Neb., under orders to proceed direct to the Rosebud 
Agency. Subsequently these orders were modified 
so as to direct the regiment to go into camp near 
Fort Niobrara, “until mounted and equipped.” It 
was intended to mount the regiment on Indian 
ponies, but these could not be procured at a reason 
able price. M 

Christmas eve telegraphic orders called us to the

front. Christmas day found us aboerd a railroad 
train hurrying on—who could tell to what fate—but 
ready and willing to do our part in the realistic 
drama about to be enacted. After lying in camp at 
Hermosa, on the railroad, for a few days, we set out 
Dec. 29 to march towards the unprotected settle- 
ments near the scene of hostilities. At 10 o’clock the 
same night and after having made a day’s march, a 
courier arrived with intelligence of the Big Foot 
fight. and directing us to retrace our steps. Before 
midnight our command was again on the march, 
reaching the railroad before daylight: boarding a 
special train, upon which the Division Commander 
also travelled. we sped on to Chadron and disem- 
barked for this agency, where the news of the Big 
Foot had thrown thousands of Indians into a state 
of wildest excitement. 

From Chadron three companies, under command 
of Capt. Dougherty. were burried forward the same 
night and on the following day those remaining set 
ont, marching all day in a blinding snow storm and 
pitching their camp at night on a foot of snow. The 
cheerfulness of our men—so recently from mild Cal- 
ifornia—under these trying circumstances speaks 
well for our American soldier—always ready to do 
his mex A when bis country demands his services. He 
gzrumbles sometimes—this seems to be a soldier's 
privilezge—but does his duty just the same. 

Arriving at the agency just after this stampede of 
4,000 Indians, the Ist Infantry was called upon to 
share with the 7th Cavalry. pron's battery, and 
Co. C, 8th Inf.. the work of constant picket duty. 
Well grounded rumors of intended night attack and 
preconcerted efforts to destroy life and property 
exacted of this emall forve severe and oft recurring 
tours of guard duty, and for many nights in succes- 
sion neither men nor officers removed their cloth- 
ing. After going into camp at Pine Ridge five com- 
panies of the lst Infantry were mounted on good, 
hardy ponies, hired at 40 cents a day, an’ one com- 
pany fully equipped with Hotcbkiss mountain guns, 
packs, etc. While the troubles were mainly settled 
through the means of argument and arbitration, it 
is doubtful if this could have been successfully ac- 
complished without the potent influence that the 
preseuce of the large number of troops has exerted 
on the minds of the Indians.

COURT-MARTIAL CASES, 


In the case of a soldier recently tried for disobedience of 
orders, Gen. Brooke, the reviewing authority, says: * The 
record shows—by the testimony of the only witness for the 
prosecution—that the accused wasin a beastly state of in- 
toxication, so much so ‘that he lay down in the road, 
vomited and talked incoherently.’ A violation of the 2ist 
Article of War implies a status of duty, and po officer can 
be justified in placing on duty a man who is in a state of 
*beastly intoxication.’ The sentence is disapproved.”’ 

In, the case of Hospital Steward Leon Bichon, recently 
tried at Fort McIntosh for disobedience of the orders of the 

t surgeon, etc., and sentenced to forfeit $20 of his pay, 
he reviewing authority, Gen. Stanley, says: * The proceed- 
ings are approved. * * An assistant surgeon in charge 
of a post hospital is the commanding officer of all members 
of the hospital corps therein, as by virtue of that position 
he is entitled to command obedience and respectful behavior 
on their part. The change of wording made by the court is 
simply unnecessary, andin no way changes the status of 
the offence, which is punisbable by the 20th Article of War, 
hence the finding of the court to charge 2, under the 62d 
Article of War, is disapproved. The insubordination and 
lack of courtesy shown by Hospital Steward Bichon towards 
his commanding officer merits the seve censure. Dis- 
obedience of orders can ajone be based upon facts, and ap- 
PoNinostis however deceitful, cannot be relied upon as a 
ustification. Though the offences committed ustify a 
much severer sentence, the exigencies of the Service have 
compelled the dissolution of the court before the case could 
be referred back, the sentence is therefore approved, and 
will be executed.”

The dangerous obstructions to navigation off 
Barnegat caused by the wrecks of the Spanish steam- 
ship Vizaya and the American schooner Cornelius 
Hargraves were removed by the Yantic on Jan. 29. 
The following details regarding the work, as given 
by the U.S. Hydrographic Office, will be of interest: 
The massive wire rigging was first cuit from the 
mastheads and towed clear of the hull, so as not to 
interfere with lowering the torpedoes. This duty 
was performed by a party under the direction of 
Lieut. Richman, assisted by Lieuts. Mertz and Rose, 
Ensign Bristol, and Boatswain Sutton. The work 
was snooeeey accomplished, after some delay on 
account of thick fog. Torpedoes were carried out, 
attached to mast hoops on the mastof the Har- 
graves, sunk to a depth of 1214 fathoms, so as to rest 
on her deck, and exploded. The mast was broken 
off close to the deck and came to the surface, with 
@ portion of the deckhouse or cabin. Ina similar 
way the other masts of the schooner and steamer 
were attacked and blown out, and on the morning 
of the 30th the work was so far completed that care- 
ful soundings taken in the vicinity showed nowhere 
a depth of lesz than 13 fathoms, with no obstructioa 
visible. A number of wrecks have been success- 
fully removed. ne ‘

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


Tue Pilot Chart of the North Atlantic Ocean for 
the month of March, 1891, published by the U.S. 
Hydrographic Office, is at hand. It treats on the 
severe norther at Colon, Dec. 19-21, 1890, dangerous 
obstructions to navigation, North Atlantic storms, 
ice reports, weather forecast for March, etc. 

TuE Philadelphia Times says: ‘‘The completion of 
the Simpson dry dock at League Island Navy-yard 
marks an epoch in the history of that hitherto ne- 
glected spot, and Philadelphians may once more 
cherish the bope that the day will come when this 
city will lead in Government shipyards, as it does 
now in private boat building.”’ 

In answer to Senator Hawley’s inquiry as to what 
weare todo when we find “British war vessels in 
the barbor of New York,” the N. Y. Commercial 
Advertiser replied: Confiscate the property now 
owned by Englishmen in the United States, amount- 
ing to more than $1,000,000,000. To this a London pa- 
per responds: “It thus seems that both sides are un- 
der obligations to keep the peace, and so long as we 
can all sleep quiet at nights that is enough for us.”’ 

A WRITER describing life on board of a man-of- 
war says: “The captain keeps to his apartment, 
which is guarded by the orderly, and both he and 
the admiral are surrounded by a chilly mass of eti- 
quette. Whenthe captain grows tired of reading 
he can smoke, and console himself with the reflec- 
tion that when he is admiral he will have his staff 
mess with him. When he grows weary of reflecting 
on the glories of admiralhood he can play solitaire, 
and when he is tired of that he can denounce his 
own idiocy in yielding to such an amusement.” 


In arecent decision dismissing the claim of Pay 
Inspector J. A. Smith for $1,438, on the ground that 
he being a civilian had been unjustly deprived of 
his pay by sentence of a Court-martial, the Court 
of Claims said: ‘We find no statute that directly or 
indirectly classes these bureau chiefs as civilians, 
and it does not appear that they have ever m 80 
regarded in the Department. On the contrary, a 
military uniform corresponding to the rank of 
commodore has been prescribed for them by Navy 
regulations, and in all ap ogy they have received 
the consideration due to their high military or na- 
val rank.”’

And we therefore cmeeeny ask that the proper 
measures be at once adopted to prevent such a hu- 
miliation to our Navy and the nation, and instead 
thereof that the funds be used in constructing a 
steel vessel of modern character to replace the old, 
worn out and obsolete steamer Michigan, which, in 
its dilapidated condition and antiquated type, will 
be an additional cause for ridicule at the expense 
of our Government, if she is seen here at the time of 
the World’s Fair, as she probably would be. Sucha

TRIAL OF THE BENNINGTON, 


THE second attempt for a trial of the new cruiser 
Bennington took place in Long [slend Sound, from 
Cornfield Light to Mattinvork Point, on Feb. 28, and 
was v successful. Quite a gaie was biowing, 
witb high seas. She proved herself very steady in a 
sea way, but was a wet boat, at times being com- 
pletely hidden by spray. and ber decks were swept 
by beavy seas, so that to remain on deck was im- 
possible, Soon after the start Capt. Woodbull and 
Pilot B~il were forced to leave the bridge and go 
into the pilot bouse. 

The vessel averaged 16 1-2 knotsan bour, and at- 
tained a speed of 17.2 knotsin the 6~t hour. The 
engines developed a horse power of 3471 7, berng 71.7 
more than the contract celled for. Tne bighest pres- 
eure at the boilers was 170 pounds, with 163 in the 
engine room. Toe bighest number of revoiutions

prior to July 1, the date of the discovery. The fraud 
is ascribed to an emplovee, who was immediately 
dismi-sed. The Seoreta'y further states that the 
steel uxed in the piates rejected was of not ioferior 
quality to that required for produciag plates ot con- 
tract quality, and that the company did not take 
leas pa:os in producing plates that bore the counter- 
feits amp than in those that truly passed all the

FAILURE OF ARMY LEGISLATION. 

Tue closing hours of the second session of the 
Fifty first Congress were hours of great possibili- 
ties for the line of the Army. The reorganization 
so long sought for was never nearer accomplish- 
ment. The Senate on Saturday last passed, with- 
out a word of opposition, the Artillery Increase 
bill, with the infantry three-bat’alion feature as an 
amendment, and the champions of the bill were en- 
couraged to the belief that their efforts were cer- 
tain to be successful. But they failed, and legisla- 
tion in this direction is now as far off as ever. 
House was not in the mood for the consideration of 
the bill when it reached them. The adjournment 
hour was fast approaching, and there were appro- 
priation bills that must have attention. General 
Cutcheon was thus handicapped in his efforts to 
get the bill in to conference. His first attempt 
showed a decided spirit of antagonism to any propo- 
sition to increase the Army, either in officers or 
enlisted men. The chances of the measure were 
further jeopardized by the attempt to have an 
amendment adopted to increase the n»mber of In- 
spectors Geaeral. 
iself, and although General Cutcheon spent 
two days and two nights constant labor in endeay= 
oring to win over the obstructionists, he did not 
succeed in getting authority for the appointment 
of conferees until the morning of adjournment day. 

It was then too late to expect action by a con- 
ference committee. As a last resort, Secretary 
Proctor and General Schofielc, both of whom have 
been most faithful workers for the cause, prevailed 
upon General Hawley to have a resolution passed 
by the Senate authorizing the recall of the bill in 
order that that body might recede from the amend- 
ments, and thus allow the measure to go to the 
Presideut for signature as an artillery increase bill 
pure an! simple, as first passed by the House.. But 
this movement, like all others, failed. The resolu- 
tion was passed and went to the House two hours 
before adj»urnment—ample time for the bill to 
become a law—but Speaker Reed neglected to pre- 
sent it, and so the bill and resolution both failed. 
‘It is very strongly hinted that Speaker Reed pur- 
posely avoided presenting the resolution. He was 
repeatedly urged to do so after it reached his desk, 
and although he promised to do so his gavel fell 
without the promise being fulfiled. Those inter- 
ested are at a loss to account for his non-action in 
the matter; that he had a motive there is no doubt. 

The efforts to pass the bill were still further em- 
barrassed by the somewhat ill-timed attempt of Gen- 
eral Breckinridge to attach to it a measure for the 
increase of the Inspector-General’s Department. As 
usual, the various interests bumped their heads and 
tumbled into the ditch together. It is useless to 
discuss the measure now or the justice of the oppo- 
sition which undoubtedly arose to it. When we get 
the ideal bill that all can agree upon Gabriel's 
trump will sound and Army uniforms give place 
to the ascension robes of the saints. 

Notwithstanding the failure of the bill, which 
would bave opened up a large number of vacancies 
in the grade of second lieutenant, there will still be 
an opportunity for the appointment of a number of 
civilians to the commissioned force of the Army 
during the present year. These are made possible 
by the unusual number of casualties during the 
past six months, and by the opportunity recently 
afforded by Congress of relieving the active list of 
a large number of disabled officers. Since the pas- 
sage of this act 30 officers in all have been retired. 
There are still 26 vacancies on the limited list. 
Nearly all of these will be filled by the retirement 
of hme officers, thus further increasing the number 
of second lieutenants. At this writing there are 59 
vacancies in this grade. With the opportunity for 
26 more retirements and three months left for cas- 
ualties by death, resignation, etc., this number will 
be increased to 80 or 90 by the time the West Point 
cadets graduate. It is, therefore, safe to calculate 
upon 20 or 25 vacancies over and above the 66 re- 
quired for the graduating class. The majority of 
these will be filied by civilian appointments. 

The Secretary of War 1s already giving the sub- 
ject some thought, although he will probably not 
make any appointments of this class until the 
graduates has been disposed of. It is understood 





that he desires to make graduation from State mili- 
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tary colleges where Army officers are engaged as 
instructors, or service in the National Guard, a con- 
dition of appointment. A bill restricting civilian 
appointments to this class of candidates was, upon 
bis recommendation, passed by the House last ses- 
sion, but it failed in the Senate. 


NAVAL PROMOTION FROM THE RANKS. 

AN “‘earnest appeal on behalf of tbe rank and 
fils of the Royal Navy ” is being circulated in Eng- 
land for signature. It urges that promotion from 
the ranks should be established in connection with 
the proposed increase in the number of lieutenants. 
Not only would this be an act of justice, but the 
cost of transforming a cadet into a lieutenant— 
£1,200—could be nearly all saved by commussion- 
ing warrant officers, recommended for promotion 
and who have performed lieutenant’s duties, after 
six months’ college training in tactics and navi- 
gation, followed by a competitive examination. 
This change would, it is argued, also stimulate re 
eruiting and thus solve the present difficulty of ob- 
taining a sufficient number of men for the naval 
service. Here is a hint for Mr. Fallam to make bis 
proposed naval reforms still more popular with the 
rank and file. This appeal in England to public 
opinion is the result of the failure to directly inter- 
est Parliament in the scheme. The British service 
papers favor the idea of promotion from the ranks 
for the navy, bat the Army and Navy Gazette 
thinks promotion should be opened tothe blue- 
jackets and not confined to warrant officers. 
‘There is no reason,” it says, ‘‘ why a bluejacket, 
if he shows himself eompetent to do so, should not 
eommand a battleship, just as raukers in the army 
have held high command ; bat this could not be the 
ease if he only steps on the first rung of the ladder 
after he has held a Warrant for a few years. * * 
The only objection raised to promotion from tke 
lower déck seems to be based upon tbe supposed 
social status of the bluejacket ; but this would not 
necessarily apply if the man was selected before he 
had settled, as it were, into a groove, and while he 
yet possessed the youth and energy to raise himself 
above his surroundings.” It is a curious circum- 
stance that the discussion concerning the personnel 
of our Navy should have its counterpart in Eng- 
land without any apparent connection between the 
two agitations. It is observed that the suggestions 
for change in England go even beyond those before 
our Naval Institute. 

The United Service Magazine for February has a 
symposium on the question whether commissions 
should be given to naval warrant officers. Admire] 
the Earl of Can William thinks that the precedents 
of Nelson's day are out of date. ‘* We now require 
a much higher education and more accomplishments 
for a lieutenant far beyond the attainment of any 
warrant officer.” Admiral Sir Edward Fanshawe 
objects because ‘‘ warrant officers are not adapted 
by youth or training to enter upon this career with 
benefit to the service.” Admiral Sir George King 
Richards objects for similar reasons, and Admiral 
Sir J. E. Commerell answers ‘‘ emphatically, No, 
though cases may occur where a most gallant war- 
rant officer might get a commission and that is 
provided for.” Vice Admiral Sir W. Hunt-Grubbe 
objects on social grounds. ‘It would in time re- 
publicarize the Navy, a most undesirable thing to 
do.” Better ‘‘offer commissions to the young offi- 
cers of the large steamship companies.” There are 
exceptional seamen who would make good officers, 
“but they need not be sought for necessarily among 
the warrant officers.” Rear Admiral P. H. Colomb 
favors the present plan of giving special rank of 
lieutenant vo distinguished warrant officers as at 
present, but is not in favor of general promotion- 

Admirals Sir Geo. Elliot, Lord Olarence Paget, L. 
E. H. Somerset and R. A. E. Scott, and Oaptsin 
8. Eardley-Wilmot, on the contrary, favor the pro- 
posed_innovation. Thus, the argument in favor of 
¢>mmissioning the warrant officers bas a majority 
of one in its favor among these eleven bigh ranking 
representatives of the aristocratic British Navy. 
As Galileo said the world does move. Capt. Eard- 
ley-Wilmot thinks that in connection with the 
tender of commissions warrant rank should be 
abolished, and ihe status of the chief petty officers 
raised. Commenting upon these opinions the 
Gazette says: ‘‘It is easy to see what kind of war- 4 








rant officer some of those who answered had in 
their mind’s eye at the time of writing, the men, 
for example, that Sir W. J. Hunt Grubbe pictured 
to bimself, who would ‘republicanize the Navy.’ 
But the fact remains that promotion from the 
lower deck could, in the very nature of things 
never become so general as to influence the Ser- 
vice.” The Gazette proposes to amalgamate the 
gunners and boatswain, and the sub-candidates for 
the rank of sub-lieutenant selected from them. 
Warrant, stokers could then succeed the boatswains 
and engineers be selected from their ranks, and 
young eugineers could be made lieatenants. Pay- 
masters would be abolished, and the ship's steward 
warranted. An anouymous ‘‘naval officer” pro- 
poses to leave the grades of Staff Lieutenants and 
Watch keeping Lieutenants and promote the war- 
rant officers only to the latter class, consisting of 
those who have taken up no specialty, the staff to 
embrace the executive, gunnery, torpedo and navi- 
gating officers. That is to say, skim off the cream 
and then water the milk. 





THE Fifty-first Congress »f the United States ex- 
pired by coustitutional limitation on Wednesday of 
this week, March 4. The Services are thankful for 
the legislative action taken in their behalf during 
the session and hopeful that several beneficial 
measures which failed to pass may receive ‘the 
favoruble consideration of the Fifty-second Oongress. 








Tue following reasons given by President Har- 
rison for bis veto of the bill for the establishment of 
the R-cord and Pension Office of the War Depart 
ment seem to be conclusive. He says: 


I return to the Senate without my approval the bil! (8. 
4620) “ to establish the Record and on Office of the War 
D partment, and for otber purposes.” * * The real object 
of the bill is disclosed ia the following clause : “ Tne Preai- 
dent is berebv authorized to nominate anJ, by and with the 
wdvice and consent of the Senate, to anpoint the officer now 
in charge of said record and pension division to be a colonel 
in the Army and chief ot eaid office.” It is fairly to be m- 
plied from the bil! that in the opinion of Coneress the public 
interest would be promo by making the cootempiated 
change in the grade of this office and by giviog the rank 
aud pay of a colonel in the Army totbe chef. A new and 
rather anomalous office is therefore crea’ed, that of “ col- 
one! in the Army and Chief of the Record and Pension Office 
of the Wer Department,” but upoa the condition that the 
President shalt pominate a particular person to fill it. I donot 
tbiok 1t is competent for Congress to designate the person 
who shall fill an office created ty jaw, and practically nothing 
remains o! the bill under consideration if this person is not to 
be appointed. The office is an important one, connected 
with the active civil aoministration of the War Devartment. 
I can not agree that the selection of the officer shall be 
taken out of the discretion of the Executive, where the re- 
sponsibility for good adwipistra'ion necessarily rests. It ia 
probabiy true that the officer intended to be benefited is 
peculiarly deserving and bas bad remarkable success in the 
di-charge of the duties of the office; but these are consid- 
erations for the appointing powerand might sefely bave 
been lett there. If this particular appointment was backed 
by reasuns so obvious as to secure the suoport of both 
Houses of Congress, it should bave been assumed that these 
reasons could bave been mude obvious to the Executive bv 
the ordinary methods. In connection with the Army and 
Navy retired lista legislation akin to this has become quile 
frequent—too frequent in my orinion—but these laws have 
been regarded as grants of pensions rather than of offices, 
If it is to be allowed that active places connected with the 
Executive Departments cap be created upon condition that 
particular persoas are or are not to be designated to fill 
tbem, tbe pr wer of appointment might be wholly diverted 
from the Executive to the Congress, 


L- givlation in behalf of individ sais is always ob- 
jectionable, and it seems to be especially so in this 
instance when an attempt is made to deprive the 
Chief Magistrate of his constitutional right of se- 
lection. 








Mr. T. C. CRAWFORD, the Washington corregpon- 
dent of the New York Tribune, says: 

“Secretary Proctor intends to enlist 3,000 Indians in the 
Army. It is believed that this number will include all of 
the active young meu in the Sioux Nution who are inclioed 
to muke trouble. Under the existing law the Secretary has 
autbority to enlist 1,000 Indians as scouts. Three thousand 
is tbe number requi. ed to put out of the way the active and 
troublesome amoug tbe Sioux. The Secretary bopes to ob- 
taio from this C ogress authority to eolist the full number 
required us scouts. If he does not, be still bas authority, 
which be will gy md exercise, to enlist 2,000 Indians 
as private solaiers. This be can do a8 vacancies occur with- 
out extending the limits of the Army. Ali the reports to 
the War Depurtment say that the Icdians make splendid 
soldiers. They bave a courage equal, if not superior, to the 
class of men enlisted in the Regular Army. They are na- 
tural-boro horsemen, aod are quite different men once they 
bave the Army uniform on their backs. They are active, 
alert, amsevable to discipiine and full of an intenee pride in 
their place. indians io their blankets, who would scorn to 
work, in the unitorm of a common soldier alongside of 
white soldiers work with docility and industry ar ail the 
classes of work required of a soldier in western fortification 
and camp work.” 

Having fatied to secure specific legislation for en- 
listment of Lodians as privatesin the Army, Secre- 
tary Procior is now arranging for such enlistments 
witbin the quota authorized by existing jaws. As 
formerly stated in JOURNAL, about 2,000 will be en- 
listed. If this number can be secured, a skeleton 
company of cavairy and infantry in each regiment 
will be recruited with [odians, probably Troop M 
and Co. K, with the exception of those serving in 
the Division of Atlantic. Offivers specially fitted 
for the purpose will be selected to command these 


companies. awe

GENERAL J. B. Fry contributes ap interesting ar- 
ticle.to the March number of the Journal of the 
Military Service [ostitution entitled “ The Powerof 
the Senate.” It isan account of the trial by Courte 
‘martial in 1848 of an officer for drunkenness, eto. 
The sentence was “to be cashiered,” which was duly 
approved by President Polk. But the Senate took 
the matter up, found grave irregularities and de- 
fects in the record of the proceedings of the Court, 
refused to confirm the nominations made to fill the 
vacancies resulting from the officer’s dismissal, and 
sent the matter to the President. He thereupon di- 
rected that the casbiered officer be restored to his 
commission and former rank in the Army. This was 
done, and General Fry sums up the whole matter by 
saying: “The record of the Court-martial was called 
for and received by the Senate, and the Court's pro- 
ceedicgs, finding and sentence, approved by the 
President, were disapproved and set aside by the 
Senate.”’

WHAT CONGRESS HAS DONE. 

While there will naturally be some disappoint- 
ment over what has been jeft undone by the 5ist 
Congress, the second session of which ended at noon 
oo March 4, tbe record made by it as far as the 
Army is concerned compares more than favorably 
with previous Congresses. The Navy has not fared 
80 well as far as legislation affecting the personnel 
is concerned, but the appropriations for ships and 
guns and the current expenses of the Naval Estab- 
lhabment bave been reasovably liberal. 

Not since the war bas so much important Army 
legisiation been enacted as during tbe past Congress. 
Tbe app'opriations for coust defences bave been 
larger than usual, liberal provision bas been made 
for military posts and the appropriations geoeraliy 
bave been reasonab'e, 

Among the more important items of special legia- 
Jation may be mentioned the provision for lineal 
promotion; professioval exumipation therefor; for 
the prevention of desertior; for the relief of the re- 
tired list, and tbe limitation of punishments under 
the Articles of War. 

The second session bas not been productive of as 
good results perbaps as the first, but if the Army 
fares as well during the Fifty-second Congress as it 
bas during the Fifty-first there will be no reason to 
compiain.

Army infantry escort at General Sherman’s funeral in St. 
Louis marched with pieces at a right shoulder. ‘Was it cor- 
rect?” Ans.—According to tactics the infantry battalion at 
a funeral should march with pieces reversed; but in long 
marches the commanding officer may order the pieces to 
the right shoulder or port in order to relieve bis men. 


Would-be Soldier.—Write to D. Van Nostrand 
Co., military book publishers. New York City, and send list 
of the books you desire. The new infantry and cavalry 
tactics are not yet in general use. A soldier who serves 
faithfully three vears and three months can then get his 
discharge promptly. There is no “red tape” about the 
matter. The discharge is given, on request, on the day the 
period mentioned is up. 


J. H. B.—In further response to your inquiry we 
would say that twelve company regiments of infantry are 
not recognized in the U.8. military service.

A becomes in time the senior 
Ist lieutenant of infantry and B becomes the second rank- 
ing Ist heutenant of infantry. A vacancy occurs among the 
captains in the 2d Infantry. Who gets the promotion—A or 
B? we say : Suppose A to become a Ist lieutenant in the Ist 
lnfantry Sept. 29, 1890,and B to me ist lieutenant 2d 
Infantry Oct, 2, 1890.

une 15, 1775. Atter the Federal Government was estab- 
lisbed and he had retired to private life at the close of his 
second term as President, war with Frange threatened and 
was practically initiated by the French cruisers. In antici- 
pation of it, Congress by 5tb section of the act ot May 28, 
1798, to raise a provisional army. created the grade of lieu- 
tenant-general. July 2, 1798, President Adams nominated 
“George Washiagton, of Mount Vernon, to be Lieutenant- 
General and Commander-in-Chief of all the armies raised or 
to be raised in the United States,” and the Senate the next 
day resolved unanimously that they “ do advise and consent 
to the appointment agreeable to the nomination.” As 
Washington had previously beld the rank of general this 
was an infringement on bis dignity, and theattention of Mr. 
Adams being called to this fact, he despatched Secretary 
Knox from Philadeiphia, the then capital, to Mount Ver- 
pon to explain the necessity requiring Washington to over- 
look the slight. He returned with a letter in which Wash- 
ington accepted the commissiomof *Commander-in-Chief of 
the Armies of the Uaited States,” conditioned upon his 
ing called into service, but said nothing about accepting that 
ot lieutenant-general.

Ino response to an in- 
quiry from Mr. Holman Mr. Cutcheon said: There 
is no increase, I will state to the geptleman. 
Mr. Holman.—lIs it understood that there is to be 
no increase in the force of officers of the Army?

Mr. Cutcheon.—We expressly prohibit an increase 
of the Army in this report. 
Mr. MeMillin.—l understand that; but when we 
commit ourselves to the results of a conference we 
must be willing to take the consequences. 
Mr. Cutcheon.—I am acting under the unanimous 
direction of the committee to insist on striking out 
all increase of the enlisted force of the Army. 
Mr. Cheadle.—How about the officers? 
Mr. Cutcheon.—There will be no increase of the 
officers. 
Mr. Holman.—That is distinctly understood. 
Mr. Cheadle.—The gentleman says there will be 
no increase of officers. I do not see how it would be 
possible to reorganize the infautry branch and con- 
stitute three battalions in each regiment without an 
increase of officers. 

Mr. Cutcheon.—There will be of course av increase 
of officers occasioned by officering two additional 
battalions. 

Mr. Cheadle.—Would not that bean increase of 
the officers? 

Mr. Cutcheon.—I mean to say there are no addi- 
tional organizations. 

Mr. Cheadle.—There would be an additional fifty 
majors. 

r. Washington.— Does not that increase the pay 
of several of these officers? 

Mr. Cutcheon.—Simply the captains who receive 
promotion, and they are mostly men who have had 
war service. 

Mr. Breckinridge, of Arkansas.—#@s I understand 
it, the gentleman from Michigan (Mr. Cutcheoa) 
will take this billinto conference with every con- 
sideration of instruction and of good faith that 
under no circumstances is the Army to be increased 
beyond the limit now authorized by law. 

Mr. Cutcheon.—Certainly ; that is the instruction 
of the committee. 

Mr. Breckinridge, of Arkansas.—The action of the 
Housa@pwas very positive on that poiot when the 
matter was under consideration before. 1 should be 
very much opposed to this step unless it 1s under- 
stood that point is to be adhered to. 

Mr. Cutcheon.—Let me be understood by the 
House. The House bill passed last summer author- 
ized a reorganization of the five regiments of artil- 
lery into seven. My remark does not apply to that. 
That has already passed the House. That is the 
House bill to which they have attached these 
amendments. 

Mr. Breckinridge, of Arkansas.—I do not recall 
the act of which the gentleman speaks. | want to 
know if there was anything in that act which ex- 
tended the size af the Army. 

Mr. Cutcheon.—Not in 
‘changed tbe org2aization. 

Mr. Breckinridge, of Arkansas.—That is the whole 
question. 

Mr. Holman.—But it turns out that the briginal 
_ does increase the number of officers of the 
rmy. ; 

Mr. Cutcheon,—Let me say that the original bill 
strikes out a first lieutenant from every battery of 
the five regiments of artillery. , 

Mr. Breckinridge, of Arkansas.—I can readily 
understand that in the changes which have taket 
place in the military systems of the world we need 
very materially to recast our Army. 

Mr. Cutcheon.—That is the universal judgment. 

Mr. Breckinridge, of Arkansas.—Now, 1 have 00 
objection to any change that takes place within the 
scope of the present size and limits of that Army. 

Mr. Holman.—Men and officers. 

Mr. Breckinridge, of Arkansas.—So long as the 
sum total does not exceed twenty-five thousand men. 

Mr. Holman.—And provided thereis no increase 
in the officers.

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THE SHIPPING BILL. 


TE following is the substance of the shipping bill 
as it finally became a law: 

The P: aster General is authorized to contract, 

r due advertisement, with the lowest responsible 
bidders for terms of not less than five nor morethan 
ten years, with American citizens, for carrying the 
mails on American steamships between ports of the 
Unitea States and such fore’ ports (excluding 
Canada) asin his judgment will best promote the 
postal and commercial interest of the United States, 
the mail service to be distributed oT among 
the Atlantic, Mexican, Guif and Pacific ports. _ 

The vessels are to be American-built steamships, 
owned and officered by American citizens, and the 
crew 18 to be composed of American citizens in the 
followiug proportions: During the first two contract 
years one-fourth, the next three one-third, and the 
remaining time at least one-half. 

The vessels are to be constructed after the latest 
and the most approved types—divided into four 
classes, as follows: First class, iron or steel, 20 knot 
vessels of not less than 8,000 tons. (The American- 
English mails are to be carried on this class en- 
cirely). Second class, iren or stee!, 14 knot vessels of 
not less than 2,500 tons. Fourth class, irov, steel or 
wooden, 12 knot vessels of not less than 1,500 tons. 

Vessels of the first, second and third classes are to 
be constructed with particular reference to prompt 
and economical conversion into auxiliary naval 
cruisers on plans approved by the Secretary of the 
Navy strong enough to carry 6 inch rifles and of the 
highest known maritime rating. 

The compensation to be paid is as follows: Pirst 
class, $4 per mile; second class, $2 per mile; by the 
shortest practicable route for each outward voyage; 
third class, $1 per mile; fourth class, 66% cents per 
mile for the number of miles required by the Post 
Office Department to be travelled on each outward 
voyage. Provision is made for deductions on account 
of omitted voyages or delays; for the transporta- 
tion of a mail messenger on each vessel; for carry- 
ing apprentices or cadetsof American birth (one for 
each thousand tons); for the use of the vessels ‘by 
the United States as transports or cruisers upon 
payment to the owners of actual value at the time 
of the taking and for the assignment to duty on the 
vessels under furlough pay of naval officers who 
may volunteer for the service. 








ORDNANCE NOTES. 


The experiments in Germany and France witb 
smokeless powders in high power guns baving given 
such satisfactory results, the Ordnance Department 
of the Army has determined to make some experi- 
ments ofitsown. Samples have been purchased, 
and will shortly arrive in this country, of the best 
powders of the kind used in these two countries. 
They will be tested in the 8 inch and the 3.2 inch 
guns. From recent reports received from both 
France and Germany, our ordnance officials are 
now pretty well satisfied that the more serious diffi- 
culties in the manufacture of smokeless powders, 
especially with regard to the hygroscoric properties, 
have been overcome, and that the smhdkeless is the 
coming powder for high-power guns as well as 
small arme. 





Lieut.-Col. Walford, R. A., in a recent lecture in 
London referred to the remarkable diversity of field 
guvs in European nations and the impossibility of 
discovering any general principle upon wbich they 
have been selected. The sbell varies from 9.4 lb. of 
the Italian gun to 27.5 lb. of the Russian heavy field 
battery gun, and the muzzle velocity from 1.223 f. s. 
to 1,720 f. 8. Thisis dueto mostof the guns being 
obsolete. The adoption of a new pattern by one of 
the sbove Powers would be the signal for an entire 
renewal of the field artillery of the world, and such 
a renewual—already foreshadowed in the case of 
France—will probably take place as soon as smoke- 
less powder has been generally and definitely 
adopted; in the meantime, since the rearmament of 
a gigantic artillery must be a matter of very serious 
expense, all nations are content to forego an advan- 
tage which has as yet been taken by none. The 
signs of the future point, we are told, to the possi- 
ble adoption—in imitation of the infantry rifle—of a 
small calibre, of a shell of great length, and a high 
muzzle velocity. Many officers have expressed an 
opinion in favor of quick firing guns for field artil- 
Jery, but this requires a carriage having no recoil or 
other motion which can disturb the aim. 





The next teet of armor plates to be conducted 
under the auspices of the Ordnance Bureau of the 
Navy Department, will be with the view of deter- 
mining the relative merits of the nickel, all steel 
and a nickel steel treated by the Harvey decarbon- 
izing process. These plates will be 3-inches thick, 
6-feet wide and 8-feet long. They are now being 
constructed by Carnegie, Phipps and Co. One of 
the nickel plates will be turned overto Mr. Har- 
vey for treatment by his process in a few weeks. 
The trials will take place during the early spring 
at the new proving grounds on the Potomae River 
below Washington. Arrangements have also been 
made with Carnegie, Phipps and Co., for the manu- 
facture of a 10-inch nickel plate, but it is the pur- 
pose of the Ordnance Bureau to make a thorough 
teet of the 3-inch plates before experimenting with 
larger ones. The trial will be conducted under 
similar conditions to the recent famous trials at An- 
napolis, except that a greater number of shots will 
be fired and a 6-inch gun will be used. About 20 
shots will be fired at each plate. Congress baving 
authorized tbe use of $100,000 of the $1,000,000 appro- 
priation for nickel ore for making ballistic tests and 
experiments with armor plates, it is the purpose of 
the department to make the most thorough tests 
possible before definitely fixing on any particular 
kind of plate. 





The large travelling railway crane to be used for 
handling heavy guns at the new Naval Ordnance 
Proving Grounds has been completed and shipped to 
its destination. [t will be used for the first time in 
moving the two 10-inch of the Miantonomoh, which 
are now complete and ready for trial. The first firings 
at. the new proving grounds will also be made witn 
these guns, Remarkably rapid progress has been 
made in converting the uew ground into the pur- 
pose intended. The landing wharf has been con- 
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structed, railway built, gun sheds oes, and work- 
men are now engaged on the gun P » whioh 
will be ready for mounting the Miantonomoh's guns 
within a fortnight. 


Factories at St. Petersburg, Tchezhigov and Kasan 
have been authorized for the manufacture of the 
smokeless powder which is to be employed for the 
new 7.6 mm. rifle, now definitely adopted for the 
Russian Army.

FOREIGN ITEMS, 


Orricers of the British Army and Navy are en- 
deuvoring to combine under the title of the “ Offi- 
cers’ Rights Defence Association” to protect them- 
selves against the bigh-handed behavior of the 
Lords of the Admiralty and Secretary of State for 
War. The propose to procure, by payment if neces- 
sary, the services of one or two iafiuential M. P.’s, 
as already done by one branch of naval officers, to 
push the objects of the association in the House. 


Ina recent lecture Capt. <. M. Grierson, R. A., said 
that the Germans are paying great attention to 
marching, holding that this will be an important fac- 
torin future campaigns. They are also reducing the 
depth of their marching columns. “Their infantry 
are now wheeled up by sections according to the 
width ot the road, the narrowest point of the road 
determining the front that can be moved. Artil- 
lery also move in sections, two guns abreast.” They 
propose to keep their men in close order as long as 
possible, taking the risk of loss rather than of de- 
moralization from loose formations while going into 
action. Supports and reserves are brought up in 
close order. In the “attack” the Germans only 
move at the quick, and seldom employs rushes. 
Their whole aim is to induce the men to go straight 
forward of their own free will. This is the result of 
the experience of 1870 71. The Germans have given 
up volley-firing, except on the defensive, becauss 
they cannot expect, they say, to get volleys at any- 
thing like fighting ranges. Each company of the 
German Army carries 1C0 intrenching tools. As the 
result of all these changes in the German drill rou- 
tine, Capt. Grierson is of opinion, after careful ob- 
servation, that the defensive has regained consider- 
able amount of superiority over the offensive. The 
German cavalry do not pro to attacs unbroken 
or slightly broken infantry armed with the maga- 
zine rifle; but if the infantry are disordered by an 
unsuccessful attack, then the caval will be 
launched forward and exercise a tremendous influ- 
ence on the fate of the day. The battle spirit of the 
Berliu cavalry suthorities, he contends, 1s “ tre- 
mendously exp in the arming of the whole 
of the cavalry with the lance.” They bave in- 
creased their artillery, and in order solve the 
problem of how to get an enormous amount of ar- 
tillery into play they have adopted the system of 
putting the guns at balf-intervals.

ing. This was the hot-air furnace which has been 
constructed of various designs, and, in its most im- 
proved shape, is perhaps more generally in use than 
any otber in houses that have been built during the 
last decade. With cucepGenaty careful manage-~ 
ment, if properly located as to its connection with 
the region to be warmed, it does ite work so far as 
heating goes. Dr. Billings, U. 8. A., whose volume 
on “ Ventilation and Heating,” published in 1884, is 
the authoritative treatise on this important su 
says: “ she great majority of hot-air furnaces as 
actually are unsatisfactory and s sources 
of sonaet to bealth; but this is not so much the 
fault of the furnaces themselves as the manner in 
which they are set up and adjusted.” Unfortu- 
nately the ciroumstances prejudicial to the satisfac- 
tory working of hot-air furnaces, even of the most 
perfect design and construction, are so various, in- 
volving not only the indifference of the architect 
and the ignorance and dishonesty of the builder, 
but the want of intelligence of servants, that the in- 
stances of their uniform good performance are ex- 


copeinaiy sare. 
In estimating the relative excellence of the hot 
air, hot and steam systems of heuting, Dr. 


Billings considers the steam heater last. Writing at 
a date whioh briefly anticipated the devel- 
opment of the low pressure steam boiler heater, he 
was obviously unacquainted with the character of 
its theory and performance. The general implica- 
tion from his comparison of the three systems, how- 
ever, is favorable to the third, while, witb his desire 
to do justice to all, he indicates the difficulties to be 
overcome in order to render the steam system ailto- 
gether coteemoatery. We are confident that all of 
these diffiouities have been overcome in the per- 
fected Gorton steam heating boiler and quote Dr. 
Billings’ suggested points of danger to the end that 
the reader may judge the matter with us. lr. Bil- 
lings’ first difficulty is thus expressed: “ It requires 
constant attention to keep up the sup 

for as soon as the production of steam in the 
ceases the radiating surfave cools rapidly.” 

The second difficulty is that: “Owing 
to the high temperature of steam radiations as com- 
pared with hot water ones, it is more difficult with 
the former to regulate the supply of heat in acoord- 
ance with the demands of our very variable climate 
without interfering with the amount of air supply.” 
As a remedy for this Dr. Billings recoomm an 
arrangement of air-ducts and that by the 
movement of a valve the air can at pleasure be 
made to pass either wholly in contact with the radi- 
ating surfaces or wholly te from them, or 
partly inone way or ly in the other, in such 
oreperseme as may be desired.” 

The third difficulty indicated is the possibility of 
explosion, from excess of pressure, which is ad- 
mitted to be very t. 

TheGorton house-heating steam boiler, like man 
other successful industrial achievements wh 
distinguish our generation, is more of an evolution 
than a discovery or invention. The idea of heating 
steam fm a vertical boiler came to its patentee, Mr. 
Charles Gortop, as long ago as 1877, when, on a 
business trip through the West, his attention was 
called to the demand for a cheap and simple device 
for farm use, to heat water for different purposes, 
but particularly for steaming the food ie cattle 
and other live stock. The accom out illas- 
trates the original Gorton steam *

inventor, and winning the title of the “ Little 
Wonder” from the lady of the establishment. ‘[t 
was a wonder that so small a boiler could furnish 
heat for so largea building. But the first wonder 
was followed by asecond—that so small a generator 
could consume so much coal. It did not take long 
to discover the cause of the econgmical difficulty; 
that the grate or heating surface Was much out of 
proportion to the boiler surface. most of the heat 
escaping through the smokestack. It was further 
discovered that the trouble would increase pro- 
portiovately in a larger heater. The only thing to 
do was to reconstruct the system so as to give the 
boiler considerably more heating surface. 

With this defect of design remedied the question 
of a more perfect combustion pext demanded con- 
sideration, the successful issuc of the change in con- 
struction eneouraging the inventor to carry his im- 
provements to the highest possible degree of prac- 
tical excellence. He was put in the rent pete by 
suggestions that were obtained at the U.S. Treasury 
Building, in Washington. The criticism of the 
Treasury experts discovered two important defects 
in the relation of the grate surface to the corre- 
aponding surface of the boiler and that too little 
space was allowed between the top of the fire and 
the heating surface of the boiler to admit of a satis- 
facto1y mingling of the gases and their perfect 
combustion, and also that the thickness of coal upon 
the grate surface must be such as to admit of a free 

e of air, sufficient, but not so great as to pre- 
vent it from mingling properly with the gases. in 
order to effect the changes thus indicated as impera- 
tive Mr. Gorton found that to secure the best results 
of uniform and perfect combustion he must do away 
with the central magazine feed used in bis original 
design. 

This recital of the inventor’s extended experi- 
ments to attain the most suitable conditions of the 
combustion chamber and its relation to the steam 
generator, is not only interesting as an illustration 
of what intelligent perseverance may accomplish, 
but of essential importance in considering and cor- 
rectly appreciating the remarkable economy of this 
recently perfected system of steam heating, in the 
consumption of fuel, and its uniform and regular 

rformance as a generator if controlled by ordin- 
arily sensible management. Under fairly expert 
direction it is doubtful if the best design of return- 
tubular or other cost saving boiler can turn its 

ound of water into steam, and keep up its work 
four in and hour out, with less continued expendi- 
ture of coal than this little house heater, which re- 
quires no more intelligent care for its average per- 
formance than that of a good servant.

Cut No. 2 shows the perfected Gordon steam- 
heater. It will be seen that it is furnished with all 
the appurtenances of the high-pressure boiler, the 
steam gauge, saféty valve, water column and glass 
water gauge, gauge cocks, ety. Besides thése, which 
are practically of no necessity other than to afford 
a superfluous confidence to the inordinately timid, 
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there is also that recent attachment to nearly all 
8 boilers, the automatic damper regulator. 

The boiler, varying from 32 to 52 inches in diam- 
eter, in the several sizes produced, is shown in ver- 
tical section with its lateral surfaces tapering to- 
wards the bottom head, its main or tubular section 
being exactly over the fire. It is surrounded bya 
non-conducting jacket of No. 20 galvanized iron, 
lined with }{ inch asbestos, an annular space of 1}¢ 
inch diameter being left between the boiler and 
jacket. The tubes, communicating with the fire- 
chamber and imparting heat to the boiler, are seen 
as arranged. The coal reservoir, which is annular, 
is between the lower surface of the boiler and the 
upper part of the water leg. On the left front of the 
shell of the water leg and the jacket of the main 
boiler are seen the circulation pipe and two of the 
four coal pockets, through which fuel is fed to the 
reservoir, are likewise indicated on the right outer 
shell of the reservoir. 

The reservoir will hold enough coal to last from 12 
to 24 hours. 

The coal in the reservoir feeds below the lower 
edge of the boiler shell, at an angle of 45 degrees, to- 
wards the centre, and, the grate being lowest in the 
centre, distributes itself at a uniform depth over its 
surface, thus giving a surface-burning fire, with 
ample space between thetop of the coal and the 
shell of the boiler for perfect combusion of the gases 
before they enter the tubes. 

The design of the boiler is such that it generates 

steam in the most economical and effective manner, 
as the gases enter the tubes at the highest tempera- 
ture,and, passing through, return down around the 
shell before going out the smoke-pipe at the rear. 
The tubes are placed as thickly in the bouler as will 
admit of proper circulation, thus subdividing the 
water spaces and enabling the heat to act most 
effectually. The number of tubes, each of 2-inch 
diameter, ranges from 24 inches in the smallest size 
of boiler to 54 in No. 7, the largest. Thecapacity of 
each size for heating duty is indicated by the num 
ber of square feet of direct radiating surface it will 
cupPly. as follows: No. 0, 260 feet; No. 1, 360; No. 
450; No. 3, 630; No. 4, 830; No. 5, 10650: No. 6, 1500; No. 
7, 1900. The square feet of boiler surface in each 
size 1s indicated as follows, referring to the above 
numbers of grades, 45, 60, 75, 105, 140, 185, 260, 320, 
and the corresponding weights of heaters assem bled 
and set up are 1300 Ibs., 1371.., 1497.., 1525.., 2445.., 
3200.., ..» 4665... Each square foot of direct radi. 
ating surface will heat from 50 to 100 cubic feet of 
space, according to the conditions of exposure, this 
being a general formuia from which the size of 
boiler requisite for a specific space to be heated may 
be calculated. It is always better to have this mat- 
ter decided, however, by an expert authority, or by 
some local precedent, if either can be conveniently 
referred to, so that the matter may be decided by ex- 
perienced judgment ora previous trial of similar 
conditions. 
In situations where water is available from public 
sources a connection is generally made with the 
service pipe iv the house and the ‘boiler thus sup- 
plied. As the water, evaporated into steam and 
conveyed thrvugh the supply pipes to the points of 
radiation, is then condensed and returned through 
the return pipes to the boiler, the replenishment of 
the boiler is necessary only at considerable inter- 
vals, a month elapsing without the diminution of a 
gallon altogether in the original supply. 

It bas been stated that the reservoir has a eapacity 
of coal storage sufficient for from 12 to 24 hours. 
This may be taken as the general rule, but a more 
systematic rule is to attend to the heater early in 
the morning and before retiriag at night, adjusting 
the grate supply and replenishing the reservoir. 

Cut No.3 represents the grate or base sevtion, 
which ses A Most important relation to the 
faculty of perfect combustion distinguishing the 
Gorton boiler, in addition to mechanical features 
essential to the easy cleaning or repair of the com-

bustion chamber. The grate is the only incident of 
the heater’s entire construction liable to destruc- 
tion or damage by usage or faulty management, and 
it 1s well to understand thoroughly its design and 
functions. 

When it becomes necessary to remove ashes or 
clinker from the grate, recourse may be had to the 
lever seen in the cut, projecting upward from the 
side of the ash-pit door, and facting directly updn 
the arage, which is of the shaking and dumping typs 
and sists of two parts, the outer or main part 
resting on ball bearings, so that it can be easily 
shaken, and the centre part, independent and ar- 
rapged to swing to one side for the purpose of re- 
moving clinkers or dumping the fire. 

The ‘ingered ring which surrounds the grate al- 
lows the air to pass through the fire, thus keepin 
up a bright sharp fire long after the grate is cover 
with ashes, 

Small doors have also been provided at the sides 
above the grate bars; in case the grate gets clogged, 
a bar can be inserted and the clinker broken up. 

Before leaving the subject of the grate farther at- 
tention may peroeny be called to its relation to the 
reservoir and the proper mode of realizing the ad- 
vantages of this relation. In changing from his 
original conception of a central feed Mr. Gorton has 
exhibited not only infinite patience in experiment- 
ing, but his experiments bave invariably resulted in 
1m pavonas that verge closely upon perfection. I[t 
will be noticed that theinterior surface of the grate 
is slightly concave. This is in accordance with the 
operating design of the side-feed and causes the coal 
as it passes down from the reservoir to distribute 
itself equally over the fire surface. The pockets for 
feeding are ata convenient height about the circum- 
ference of the heater, and cau be operated by 
a child without difficulty. The two doors by which 
the grate is reached need be opened only for its 
occasional cleaning or the removal of ashes as they 
are not used for draft purposes, that office being 
filled by the slanting door seen on the left of the cut, 
which has connection with the automatic damper 
The boiler may be used as a surface 
burner if desired for shorts heats, but when contin- 
uous combustion, without attention of members of 
the household, is required, all four of the pockets 
must be filled with coal. Before closing this topic, 
one of the most practical of the inventor’s improve- 
ments deserve notice, the fact that the arrangement 
of the reservoir, between the lower outside surface 
ot the boiler and thé water jacket, savesa space of 
9 to 12 inches out of the centre of the boiler which 
would otherwise be used asa coal magazine. An- 
other fact should be remembered—that by cutting 
off the circulating pipe the water leg can be used 
for heating water, while the boiler goes on making 


steam. 

ln what has been thus far said of the Gorton steam 
heater the reader will find abundant suggestion of 
its superlative advantages as an easily managed and 
always efficient servant when fairly treated. Two 
important qualities remain which are not only in- 
dispensable to the excellence of a steam boiler but 
to the equanimity and contidence of its owner, in its 
safety and its economy of operation. 

As to thesafety of this boiler against explosion 
there can be no question. While it is not designed 
to carry &@ pressure over 10 pounds, the limit legal- 
ized in this country geuerally for low pressure boil- 
ers, it is both materially and constructively capable 
of standing over 100 pounds pressure. Built at the 
well-known shops of the Lidgerwood Manufactur- 
ing Company, in Brooklyn, it is in every detail of 
its manufacture a perfect production as far as work- 
maoship goes.
